Your paper of the 11th inst. containing my 
rough article touching the Relief Society, ete , 
and of the 13th, containing your reply, bave 
just reached me at my distant temporary 
abode. I gratefully acknowledge your conr- 
tesy and kindness in accrediting to me more 
than is my due; bat at the same time I would 
respectfully selicit the readers of the paper 
to re-peruse my article, as I think my re- 
| marks are not as severe upon the Reliet Soci- 
ety as yours would seem to indicate. I cer- 
tainly have not uttered a word nor entertain- 
ed a thought which would justify the remark 
that, the Relief Society is only the nursing 
mother of beggary, idleness, vice and impos- 
ture” —that it is “an institution the sele office 
of which is the debauching of the poor and 
the rewardiag of imposture,” as expressed in 
your artiele. I said that in my opinion “ the 
institution has accomplished a very consider- 
able amount of positive good,” and also that 
I was “ profoundly convinced that it has done 
a vast deal more hurt than good.” But I 
have never impugned the motives of the man- 4 
agers, patrons, of/axecutive officers, nor en 
tertained for a mhepyent the thought that any 
of them were actuated by other than pure, 
philanthropic motives, I repeat with sincer- 
ity that I regard the citizens 
being exceedingly gencrons, and exceedingly 
charitable to the poor—that I highly respect 
the character and talents of the managers of 
the institution ; but that it has, on the whole, 
been judiciously managed, is quite another 
question, on which, I venture to repeat, 
“ there may be a diversity af opinion.” 
Concerning “ the best method of bestowing 
charitics,” I have never possessed any supe- 
rior wisdom, nor uttered anything which 
should provoke a challenge for me to furnish 
such method. The general plan of the Relief 
Society is undoubtedly a good one, and it is 
the fruit of the wisdom and experience of the 
best philanthropists of Europe and America 
for the last thirty years. I have mid as 
plainly as I can now say, that, “above all 
things pertainiog to the management of this 
iustitution, it should have a perpetual agency 
—« long continued and constantly empleyed 
agent, op the whole thing is worse than use- 
less.” This is my opinion, though I do not 
claim for itany originality. It is the long 
cherished Und frequently eapressed opinion o 
my elders aud betters, who have had more 
experience than myself in this matter. 
Before receiving your article, I had visited 
‘again the “‘ Relief Society”—or the one an- 
swering precisely to it, under a different 
name—of this city. It has been in successful 
operation fifteen years, during the whole of
